2. OUR BRITISH COLLEAGUES HERE IN WEST BERLIN ARE MORE 
TROUBLED THAN WE ARE BY THE APPARENT NEGLECT OF THE INTERZONAL 
FACILITIES BUREAU (IZFB) ESTABLISHED IN SEPT, 1946 TO PROCESS 
APPLICATIONS FROM OFFICIALS OF COMMUNIST BLOC COUNTRIES 

TO TRAVEL IN WHAT IS NOW THE FRG. THE BRITISH MAY THEREFORE 
PROPOSE THAT KHOTULEV AND MRS. ABRASIMOV BE TOLD THAT 
THEIR APPLICATIONS HAVE BEEN REFERRED TO THE IZFB AND 
THAT THIS BODY HAS SAID ON AN EXCEPTIONAL BASIS THAT THE 
TWO WILL BE ALLOWED TO TRAVEL ON FRG VISAS IF THIS
